Another measure of state-wide im- 


portance that inado much progress 
tho past few days is* tho mothers' pen- 
sion bill Introduced by Representa- 
tive Vlckcrnian, of Allegheny. It car- 
ries an appropriation of J800.000. Be- 
cause of n scarcity of funds, this 
amount may have to be pruned some 
when It (tots to tho governor. How- 
ever, It is certain that a substantial 
amount will be available for this com- 
mendable 
purpose the coming two 


years.

population. 


There Is bno condition; tliu state shall 
appropriate tho money only after the 
county has agreed to subscribe a sim- 
ilar amount. The pensions for widows 
would be based on the number of 
children In the family. The monthly 
allowances vary from $12 to 536. 


When a county elects to accept the 


provisions of 
the nmthon,' ptftmlon 


bill. Governor nrumhaiigh will pro- 
ceed to name a hoard ot managers, 
all women, for the bundling and dis- 
tribution of the pension money. A bill 
atong this line pulsed in the .^es 
of 1913. and is already In operation in 
a number of counties. It hu» proved u 
big success and has «ldcd materially 
In bringing succor und relief to many 
poor famines that 
had 
lost 
their 


breadwinners through illness or 
i 


dent in the mines and industrial plants 
of tho state. 


Governor Brumbaugh is evincing n 


lot of Interest In the statewide "Good 
Honds Day." 
May «ii is the date se- 


lected. 
On that dny, all over 
the 


state, ofllciula and laymen Interested 
in good roads are to jump rlcht In und 
' do their share towards Improving the 


highways In their immediate neigh- 
borhoods. 


llobert .T. Cunningham, new himd ot 
the highway department, will sec to 
it that his department shall render all 
aid possible In the way of providing 
tools and other equipment for the ust. 
of the isood roads associations formed 
in many counties. Thirty-oluht of tho 
sixty-seven counties of Pennsylvania 
have organized alonpr these linos. 
Governor UrnmbaiiKh, at this sea 
slon, may not press his plan to con 
solldatc all of tlio state departments 
Intlmatoly associated with the natura 
resources of the state, such as the 
forestry department, Kamo and tish 
cries and tlio water supply commis 
slon. 


NothlnK would plensu the Rovornor 
hotter than to see the employed o 
those several departments working un 
der one head, but It has been pointed 
out that just now the time Is not oj 
nortuue for such a radical dcpartur_
